"Wandering tibout the Chinese quar- 


ter, now and thec. one has the feeling 
of being in somo new planet. Every- 
thing is un-American. Even'the 'fond- 
ness of modern decorators for Chinese 
nnd Japanese ornamentation does not 
prepare one for tho curious and extra- 
ordinary furniture and appointments of 
tho Chiueso restaurants. 
In 
their 


moral pictures their artists appear to 
have looked upon tho forms of nature 
with preternatural 
eyes. 
Now and 


then, in small, ill-ventilated rooms, one 
comas 
upon 
hand-work ornaments 


which • surpass in felicity tho 
finest 


achievements of European skill in the 
same direction. Somo of the richest 
metal and panel work I have ever seen 
is 
in 
tho 
Joss 
house. 
Tbevo 


is another Joss 
house, 
apparently 


for the very poor, whose -decoration* 
are fantastic to a degree. This scores 
to have been improvised under some 
priestly order. During the past week, 
in front of the door stand two gigantic 
figures, in relief, suggestive of some 
Chinese Gog or Magog, theiv Gog 
comprising every color of tho rainbow. 
In the ground room was an ever-whirl- 
ing cage, suspended, containing all 
manner of incomprehensible little ob- 
jects, and ou the walls pictures convey- 
ing some atovy of n hero going tlirougU 
many ordeals, which seem to be of ab- 
sorbing-interest to tho crowd. There 
were three stories to tho house, each 
got np in a' different way. One of these 
was called tho temple. There was an 
altar in one of these rooms, on which 
was a bronze cauldron, which Chinamen 
every now and then-stirred and from 
wliidi issued a steam of a peculiar odor. 


In the chief temple there was a largo 


figure of the Joss, in whom I could rec- 
ognise some far-oil'corruption of Bud- 
diiu; on tho altuv before him was a 
large, round dish with compartments, 
each of which contained candies of a 
different shapo and color. In this'tcm- 
ple the Chinese 'scorned to idle around; 
no hut \viis 'removed, and there was 
nothing in their faces or behavior which 
indicated-'any -reverence 01; solemnity. 
Having found-ii-ChinftTnan who- under- 
stood'a little English h'o:told'metli'at it 
-.was• a-.Uiroe-day festival pr-mission. 
,: At the eud'Of-tlio tlirne days', in the 
evening, I went , nrtmncl • that'wayy and 
at midnight witnessed a strange Joss 
procession. The stri'Ot for 200 yards 
was fringed with lire, apparently from 
littlu bundles of tow, at which hundreds 
of Chinese wero lighting, little candles, 
much in tho same way as at the festival 
of Mocnli, which closes the carnival at 
Koine. 
Between 
tlic^e 
multitudes 


marched a procession, with those un- 
earthly mechanical noises which pass 
among them for music. -Midway in the 
procession were six or seven men in 
red garb, who seemed to bo priests, and 
behind these, uplifted on tho shoulders 
of four men, was a tall dummy, re- 
sembling ' a ghostly clown, white and 
variegated, vrith uplifted arms, who 
was declared to be the Joss. 


I would have liked verymuch to inter- 


view that gorgeous dummy, but the oc- 
casion was unfavorable, and, probably, I 
shall learn more about him among the. 
Buddhists of Ceylon than I could from 
these Chinamen of California:' 


The whole affair was weird, savage, 


aud I found it rather depressing. On 
inquiring the meaning of it I was told 
th'at it was for tho sake of their dead.
